On one or two occasio'.i'i <vo have 
drawn attention to Llie fact tliat Iho 
local Cabinet is not to any ajiprocinble 
extent a rei>resentaliv(; one, inasmuch 
as the only interest that baa a voice there- 
in is that of commeree, and because the 
Cabinet is composed entirely of resi- 
dents 01 Victoria City. It is a fact that 
interests :iiul industries that re(iuire the 
most careful handling to insure their 
ndvancemont are entirely unrepresent- 
ed in a jMLoistry that should, as fai' as 
possible, contain a ropresontativo of 
every interest. It is true that INIr. 
Walkk.m sits in tho Cabinet for Cari- 
boo; but ho is in no sense a representa- 
tive of th(! goUt mining interests. Ih- 
knows little or nothing of the wants of 
his constituents, whom he only visits 
onco in three years, or wlien a new 
election has been ordered; and, more- 
over, the ollicial voting lists slinw that 
he does not claim to lie a resilient of 
Cariboo. Ite stands recortled as a resi- 
dent of Victoria City. Then comes My. 
HOMPUKBYa Ho sits for a l)uri'ly 
farming constituoncy; but he is uul a 
farmer, nor is he a resident of th(! dis- 
trict he chiims to represent. Wc tind 
his name on the voting list for Victoria 
City; resilience, Pandora street; occupa- 
tion, "laborer"!! The mere fact of a 
member "sitting" for a district, doi.'s 
not constitute him a residi iit of that 
district; nor does it liablitiite hiui with 
any [jrojierty or interest tliere that 
will give him aspirations in common 
with his constituents. Jlr. Beavkn iti u 
resident repre.sentativc of Victoria 
City, and in a Cabinet of throe who 
will say that this constituency is not 
entitled to one member? The most ar- 
dent Mainland sectioiialist would con- 
cede that; but no one can .successfully 
defend tin; action of the PeejiiEK in 
selecting every member of his Ministry 
from this city. In tho House there 
are members who reside in and arc 
representatives of the farming, coal 
and gol<l luiuing, lumbering, tishing 
and stock raising centres of the L'ro\-- 
ince. Theso members live among their 
constituents. Their interests Jind aims 
are identical; and when they rise to 
press on the House the views of their 
constituents, it is seen that they 
speak of matters ami things of wliich 
they have a thorougluicquaintance and 
personal knowledga But imagine tho 
Prejiier — who can scarcely distinguish 
a sluice-fork from a manure-fork, a 
rocker from a sluice-lio.x, or a shaft 
from a hole in the ground, rising to in- 
struct the House on the .sort of legis- 
lation that gold miners recjuire to in- 
crease their prosperitr. Or let the 
reader picture to himself, if he can, 
Mr. HuMriiiiKVS telling the Plouse 
that the guano is a line bird, easily do- 
mesticated; that jiotatoes should bo 
picked befoi-e they are fully ripe, lest 
the branches of the trees break be- 
neatli the abundant fruit; that grain 
should be planted in deep holes three 
feet apart; and that oats i-e(|uiro to bo 
m .ilched in Sju'ing and Fall to insure a 
double crop. Jvidiciilous as theso illus- 
trations nuiy ij/jv^r, the blunders that 
have occurred ,'1 ire.idy througli select- 
ing representatives wlio are unacquaint- 
ed with the wants of the constituencies 
show that they are not overdrawn. 
Refer to the new Mineral Act. It 
will bo found ncrawl with unworkable 
sections and impossibilities. Ami had 
the farming communities one genuine 
representative in the Ministry would 
Buoh a monstrous exaction as two per 
cent, per month on all snms in 
arrear, with tlio power reserved 
to the Government of sunnnary ejec- 
tion of actual settlers from their land.s, 
have been hrought down l)y the CJov- 
ernment) No, nol The present Oov- 
ernment represents a sot — a cla.ss- — a 
clique — a section. It does not in any 
sense represent tlie Province; and un- 
til it shall have been re constructed on 
the basis of true representative gov 
ernn)ent the crass ignorance of its 
members with the eoiiimonest wants of 
their constituents will constantly lead 
them into error and inflict grievous in- 
jury on the ])ublic. 

ENGLISH AUnU ' UL TURA L 
RETURNS. 



A blue book has been i.ssued sTiving 
the agricultural returns for Britain as 
taken by the Inhuul ]\evenue offlcrrs 
on the Itli of June, 1 878. Tho fin-nioi's 
are every year supjiiying the uff^tled 
information with increased alacrity and 
fulness. When these statistics were 
first asked it was thought that it was 
preliminary to the inijiosition of now 
taxes. In Great liritiiin ivturns were 
obtained from .").")G,809 occupiers and 
5,203 owners of live stock. The 
total quantity of land returned as un- 
der crop, bare fallow, and grass, amount- 
ed in Great Britain to 31,855,000 acres, 
in Ireland to 15,315,000 acres, in the 
Isle of Mnn to 9(1,223 acres, and in the 
Channel Islands to 30,1."59 acres, makc- 
ing in all for tlio United Kingdom 17,- 
327,000 acres, exclusive of heath and 
mountain pasture land as well as 
woods and plantations. In Great Brit- 
ain the aroa under cultivation is return- 
ed as 1-12,000 acres above what it was 
in 1877, and more than a million and a 
half above what it was in 18G9. In 
Ireland an increasing aroa is being put 
into permanent ]iasture. The acreage 
under wheat and barley has slightly 
increased, but oats .have declined. In 
green crops there is rather a decrease. 
The number of horses and horned cattle 
has slightly increased, but sheep have 
rather declined, as well as pigs. In 
reference to the latter di.'crease, it is 
said that it is cau.scd by the increasing 
competition o£«&imi(irica.n })acon. Dur- 
ing the first ei|ht months of 1878, 
2,104,008 cwt. of bacon wore imported 
from all cjuartcr.s. This was 743,000 
cwt. above what had been imported at 



the same time in 1877, and far beyond 
anything knov.-n previously. Upon 
the whole these returns go to show that 
Britain is apparently, by the necessities 
of the- case likely to' bo, mcr^ingly de- 
pendent on her coloiiies ' and other 
places for the food supply to her ever 
increasing population. The yield may 
be a little better, but the acreage under 
crop does not increase in any such way 
as to show tho slightest power to dim- 
inish the amount of deficiency.

Rudolph Salmon, charged with cutting 
and wounding George Bedford. 

George Bedford, sworn, deposed that 
he was in tho Union saloon, Johnson 
street, on Thursday night, when tho pri- 
soner s:ud that some one had cut up his 
blankets and was di-sposed to bo quarrel- 
some; word.s ensued between witness and 
prisoner, which resulted in a fight. Pri- 
soner got the best of the affair all through- 
otit. After tho tight was over prisoner 
ran out of the saloon for a minute and re- 
turned with a knife. Witness said, "If 
you want to light I'll fight you like a 
man." Prisoner then stabbed him three 
times in tho left side; witness caught tho 
knife in his left haiul and received sovcro 
cuts to his fingers. 

Cross-oxaminod by Mr. Sinitli — Don't 
know the prisoner, but hare scon him be- 
fore at Seattle; am sure ho is tho man 
who cut lue with tho knife; have not fol- 
lowed him around for three weeks tiyiiig 
to get into a fuss with him. 

\Y. Welch deposed that ho had known 
j)risnner for several months; was in the 
Union Saloon on Johnson street between 
8 and 9 o'clock on Thursday night; pri- 
soner came in followed shortly by Bed- 
ford; a dispute took place about blankets; 
Bedford was noisy and spoke pretty 
rough, but was not personal. Tho pri- 
soner went out for about tun minutes, but 
returned nnd sat down in a chair; Bed- 
ford thou walked up to him and struck 
him in tiie face; they clinched and fell 
on the tlnor, Bedford on top; Salmon, 
however, turneil him over and reversed 
the |M)sition; Salmon broke loo.se and gut 
on his foot and was in the act of kicking 
Bedford, when Holman, tho saloonkeeper, 
and myself interfered and parted the 
men; after this Salmon went out, but re- 
turned afterwards when Bedford asked 
if he wanted to tight; they finally clinched 
and a man in tho outside c.illed witness' 
attention to tho fact that Salmon had a 
knifo; witness looked and saw a knife 
poised in Salmon's right hand; it looked 
like a sheath knifo with a blade some ai.x 
inches long; saw Salmon's arm come down 
half-a-dozen times; Bedford caught Sal- 
mon by tho wrist and Salmon broke loose 
and ran; Bedford followed and called out, 
"I'm cut;" assisted to take Bedford to tho 
doctor's and saw his wounds dressed. 

Cross-examined — -Have known tho pris- 
oner for four years and luwo considered 
him a haril working man; never saw him 
in a similar row; Bedford is quarrelsome 
when in liijuor; never knew him to uso a 
deadly v.-ea])on on any person. 

James INIeadows, an eye-witues.s of tho 
afj'air, corroborated the evidence (jf the 
last witness, and swore that ho distinctly 
saw tho prisoner making passes with a 
knifo in his hand at BedfoiKl'a body. 

James Johns assisted Sorgt. Bloomfield 
to arrest the prisoner, who, whilst they 
were putting the shackles on him, passed 
his I'.and into his breast pocket and took 
something out and threw it away, 

Tlionias Stocker deposed to finding tho 
knife (produced) in an alloy way near to 
where the prisoner was arrested. 

Tlie case was hero adjourned for one 
d.ay in order that tho evidence of Dr. 
JIatthews may be taken. [ 

Wm. Foot, charged with unlawfully I 
assaulting Sarah Harris. The sunnn(in.s ; 
not having been served, tho Court or- I 
dered that a frosh summons be issued. j 

Mrs. Williams, charged with being a , 
vagrant, was bound over in two sureties 
to bo of good behavior for six montlis, or 
in default of finding sureties to go to gaol 
for a month.

We 
long for tho more elegant pursuits, or 
the ways nnd fa.shions of the town, But 
the farmer has the most sane and na- 
tural occupation, and ought to find life 
sweeter, if loss highly seasoned, than 
any other. He alone, strictly speaking, 
has a hom& How can a man take 
root and thrive without land? Ho 
writes his history u]ion his field. How 
many tics, how many resources he has; 
his friendships with his rattle, histtmin, 
his tlog, his trees, tho .satisfaction in his 
growing crops, in his improved fields ; 
his intimacy with Nature, with bird 
and beast, with the quickening elemen- 
tal forces; his co-operations with the 
cloud, tho sun, tho season, heat, wind, 
rain frost. Nothing svill take tho var- 
ious social disteinpi.'rs which the city 
and artificial life breed out of a man 
like farming, like direct and loving con- 
tact with the soil. It draws out tiie 
poison. It humbles liim, teaches him 
patience and reverence, and restores 
the proper tone to his system. Cling 
to the farm, make much of it, jiut your- 
self into it, bestow your heart and your 
brain ujiou it, so that it shall savor of 
your and radiate your virtue after your 
day's work is donel — Jofin Burroughs.

Michael Iloraghty, one of the prisoners 
charged in conjunction with the broth- 
er.s MctJrcnnghan with the murder of 
Lord r.eitrini, William John iVIeukam 
and (!has. Buchanan, and tho 2d of 
.\[)ril, died in the hospital of tlie coun- 
ty j.i'ison at Liflbrd on Saturday la.st. 
On tlio 28tii of September Hcrnghty, 
who compliiined nf being unwell, was 
removed by (he order of Dr. Little, 
jirisoii si!i:.'-'ou to the hos]iital, and a 
few day;; l.",!rr be Ijegiiii to exhibit 
bViii|iloni.s of l_\ phi.iid fever. These 
shortly afti-rwiird ilisappuared, and an 
acutci form of typhus fever followed. 
The sufl'ercr received the best medical 
attention and care, but the disease 
graduijly took deeji root in his .system, 
and after lingering in a desponding 
state for about a fortnight death sup- 
ervened shortly before 2 o'clock ou 
Saturday morning. At 6 o'clock on 
the evening an iiupiest on the body of 
decea.scd was held before the District 
Coroner and a jury, who, after hearing 
the facts detailed in evidence, found a 
verdict recording Heraghty's death 
from typhus fever, and added that he 
received proper treatment from the 
doctor and prison officials during his 
incarceration, and especially during his 
last illness. The two brothers j\Ic- 
Grenaghan nro at present in the hos- 
pital attached to the prison, suliering 
from an attack of fever. The deceased 
is the man to whom, it is alleged, was 
traced the owner.ship of the gun-stock 
found near the body of tho murdered 
Earl, and also of the gun-barrel left in 
the boat in which the murderers crossed 
Mulroy Bay after perpetrating tho act. 
He was a tailor by trade, and previous 
to his illness worked in the prison for 
payment. He was a man of apparent- 
ly weak constitution, aged about 30 
vears. — Dublin Irishman.

Tlio second Session of the Forty-sixth 
Congress will be courrodtcd again with 
the question, and it is quite probable 
that if the IJouso of Itoprosontatives 
does not taki^ sto[)s at least to limit 
the Chinese influ.x into California the 
the vote of the State will be hopelessly 
lost to tiie Democratic party. The posi- 
tion in which lioth parties iiiul them- 
selves is prejilexiiig.
